Numismatic  Chatter 


The  first  sale  for  1949  went  off  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  and  many  coins  sold  at  unusual  prices.  The 
1856  Small  Cent  rated  as  just  good  sold  for  $47.50.  The 
complete  set  of  U.  S.  Commemorative  Gold  sold  to  one 
patron  entire  just  as  I  expected.  The  Plaques  and 
Medals  Nos.  1055  to  1071  also  sold  to  one  patron  who 
appreciates  real  choice  material. 


I  am  listing  in  this  sale  124  fine  Medals  many  from 
an  old  collection  broken  up  some  time  ago-.  There  are 
many  medals  on  the  market  which  can  be  bought  from 
one  to  two  dollars  each  but  you  do  not  see  many  listed 
of  the  date  and  quality  offered  herewith. 


Coins  are  much  like  antiques.  For  a  time  they 
move  good  and  then  lay  off  for  a  time.  Antique  furni¬ 
ture  will  be  all  the  rage  and  millions  of  dollars  worth 
change  hands.  Then  there  is  a  slump  in  demand  and  early  American  Glass  will  be 
all  the  rage.  Pewter  will  have  a  run  and  old  china.  I  know  nothing  about  antiques 
but  I  started  my  daughter  in  the  game  some  30  odd  years  ago  so  I  know  something 
how  such  things  move.  She  made  a  real  success  at  the  business  and  then  switched 
to  writing  books,  which  she  now  enjoys. 


You  remember  how  old  wildcat  bank  notes  from  say  1815  to  1860  was  all  the 
rage.  I  had  files  full  of  them.  Now  I  have  none.  Then  the  old  Colonial  and 
Continental  currency  was  all  the  rage.  Now  you  only  see  small  lots  listed.  It  is 
not  so  rare  but  collections  are  not  offered. 

American  Gold  moved  briskly  as  well  as  Foreign  Gold.  Both  are  in  demand 
but  not  like  6  years  ago.  Collectors  turn  from  one  line  to  another.  For  a  time 
[  listed  thousands  of  Indian  Head  Cents  in  brilliant  uncirculated  and  proof  condi¬ 
tion.  Now  you  do  not  see  so  many  offered  the  past  year.  There  is  still  a  good 
demand  tor  them  and  there  is  a  good  demand  for  the  Colonial  copper  series. 

xV  dealer  sent  me  a  nice  collection  of  these  coppers  in  fine  condition  but  I 
turned  them  all  down.  He  had  them  priced  at  more  than  they  usually  sell  for  in 
auctions.  May  be  the  office  boy  made  up  the  prices  on  them.  Such  things  happen 
in  large  coin  stores, 

I  like  to  handle  for  my  clients  collections  in  which  not  a  coin  has  been  added 
in  20  years.  I  had  one  such  collection  a  year  ago.  May  be  you  do  not  remember 
it  but  there  was  a  number  of  1909s  VDB  Lincoln  cents  wdiich  the  owner  paid  15ct 
for  years  ago.  There  were  some  complete  sets  of  minor  coins  bought  as  cheap. 

What  I  do  not  like  to  handle  and  usually  turn  down  is  a  lot  of  recent  coins 
bought  2  or  3  years  ago  and  the  owner  expects  me  to  sell  them  for  him  at  a  profit. 
He  ought  to  know  better.  I  tell  him  to  list  them  in  some  small  magaine  like  the 
Scrapbook  and  not  bother  me  with  them.  Every  collector  who  started  25  or  more 
years  ago  has  some  good  material  bought  cheap  and  the  wise  thing  to  do  is  to 
send  it  on  and  turn  it  into  cash.  Always  remember  not  all  coins  go  up.  Like 
antiques  they  ride  high  for  a  time  and  then  quiet  down,  like  the  weaves  on  a  field 
of  wheat. 

Many  collectors  are  just  too  busy  in  their  regular  business  to  keep  track  of 
how  things  are  going.  If  you  have  a  collection  you  had  been  thinking  of  selling 
and  will  ship  it  to  me,  I  will  make  an  estimate  of  what  it  will  likely  bring  in  my 
auction.  My  estimate  will  always  be  conservative.  If  after  getting  this  informa¬ 
tion  you  decide  not  to  part  with  it,  back  it  goes  at  once  and  there  is  no  hard 
feeling  on  my  part.  I  will  only  do  this  for  rny  former  patrons.
